You  are  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  the  said  Town  on 
Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March  next  at  10:00  A.M.  in  the  forenoon  for 
balloting  upon  matters  specified  in  Articles  1  and  2,  listed  below, 
and  you  are  hereby  further  notified  to  meet  at  the  Troy  Elementary 
School  on  Wednesday,  the  11th  day  of  March  next  at  7:30  P.M.  to  act 
upon  the  remainder  of  the  listed  warrant.

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ARTICLE  21:  Shall  the  Town  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  31 :95-c  to 
restrict  the  use  of  revenues  from  landfill  user  fees  and  recycling 
revenues  to  expenditures  for  the  purpose  of  landfill  capital  pro- 
jects, emergency  repairs,  and  closing  the  landfill?  Such  revenues 
and  expenditures  shall  be  accounted  for  in  a  special  revenue  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  Landfill  Capital  Fund,  separate  from  the  General 
Fund.  Any  surplus  in  said  fund  shall  not  be  deemed  part  of  the 
General  Fund  accumulated  surplus  and  shall  be  expended  only  after  a 
vote  by  Town  Meeting  to  appropriate  a  specific  amount  from  said  fund 
for  a  specific  purpose  related  to  the  purpose  of  the  fund  or  source 
of  the  revenue.  RSA  31:95-d,  1(c)  specifically  requires  the  word- 
ing used  in  this  article.  Adoption  of  this  article  shall  supersede 
the  authorization  regarding  handling  of  funds  specified  in  Article 
15  approved  by  Town  Meeting  on  March  14,  1990,  and  shall  authorize 
the  incorporation  of  funds  appropriated  in  Article  14  (d)  voted  by 
Town  Meeting  on  March  13,  1991  into  the  Landfill  Capital  Fund 
created  by  adoption  of  this  article.  Ballot  vote  required  by 
RSA  31:95-d  1(a)-. 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  revise  and  amend  Article 
17  passed  by  Town  Meeting  on  March  15,  1989  by  replacing  the  sentence 
reading  "The  Trust  Funds  to  be  administrated  by  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Troy"  with  new  text  to  read  "This  Trust  Fund  is  established 
under  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:19-a.  Funds  deposited  in  the  Trust 
Fund  will  be  held  and  managed  by  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  according 
to  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:22  and  RSA  31:25.  Withdrawal  of  principal 
and  income  deposited  in  the  Trust  Fund  for  expenditures  for  the  pur- 
poses specified  shall  be  according  to  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:32  and 
authorized  only  by  vote  of  Town  Meeting".  The  purpose  of  this  amend- 
ment is  to  clarify  and  remove  ambiguity  that  might  conflict  with 
applicable  RSA  provisions.  The  purpose  of  the  Trust  Fund  and  the 
balance  on  deposit  are  unaffected  by  this  article. 

ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
such  sums  as  necessary  to  allow  full-time  permanent  employees  mem- 
bership in  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System.  By  Petition. 

ARTICLE  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trustees 
of  the  Library  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  without  further  ac- 
tion by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  other 
governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during 
the  fiscal  year.

We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Troy,  New  Hampshire  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1991,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  February  13,  1992, 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Troy, 
New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1991,  we  considered  its  internal  control 
structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our 
opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  struc- 
ture. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Troy,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establishing 
and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and 
judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of 
internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  struc- 
ture are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are 
safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  execut- 
ed in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  prepa- 
ration of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may 
nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to 
future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes 
in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  polices  and  procedures 
may  deteriorate. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control  struc- 
ture policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories. 

Budget 

Cash  and  investments 

Revenue  and  receivables 

Expenditures  for  goods  and  services 

and  accounts  payable 
Payroll  and  related  liabilities 
Debt  and  debt  service  expenditures 

For  all  of  the  control  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the 
design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and 
we  assessed  control  risk. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  the  specific 
internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors 
or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  to  the  financial  statement  may  occur  and  not 
be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their 
assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and  accordingly, 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  conditions  that  are  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above.  However,  our  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  no  condition  that  we  believe 
constitutes  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  restriction 
is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

In  June,  the  Selectmen  purchased  a  new  computer  which  can  now  handle 
the  General  Ledger  with  Budget  Preparation,  Payroll,  Accounts  Payable 
and  Cash  Receipts.  Thanks  to  Cindy,  every  department  is  computerized 
for  day  to  day  financial  accountability. 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all  Department  Heads  and  Town 
Employees  for  their  cooperation  and  hard  work  this  past  year  working 
with  new  Selectmen  during  these  hard  economic  times.  The  Selectmen 
would  also  like  to  thank  all  committee  members  and  chairmen  for  their 
countless  volunteer  hours  this  past  year  to  keep  the  Town  on  track.

Selectmen  of  Troy 
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GAY-KIMBALL  LIBRARY  LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

1991  was  a  year  of  great  progress  and  change  for  the  Gay-Kimball  Libr- 
ary. With  the  help  of  many  volunteers,  the  entire  collection  was  bar- 
coded  and  entered  into  the  computer  in  order  to  automate  our  circula- 
tion0 of  materials.  At  the  same  time,  new  patrons  were  discovering  the 
library  and  more  books,  magazines,  videos  and  cassettes  were  circula- 
ted than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  library.  Numerous  activi- 
ties* and  meetings  were  held  on  the  premises  and  we  endeavored  to  pro- 
vide supplemental  materials  to  the  grade  school  in  this  year  of  dras- 
tic budget  cuts  to  the  school  library. 

Dorothy  Platts  Lagrenade, librarian  from  1945-1972,  who  died  in  died 
in  January,  was  remembered  by  friends  and  relatives  with  donations  to 
the  library  which  were  used  to  purchase  two  comfortable  side  chairs 
for  the  main  part  of  the  library.  Brass  plaques  with  her  name  and 
dates  have  been  installed  on  the  chairs. 

Dr.  Mark  Wirant  again  made  a  donation  to  the  library  which  will  enable' 
the  trustees  to  purchase  a  much  needed  study  table  for  the  children's 
room.  Mr.  F.  Fuller  Ripley  made  a  donation  through  the  Rotary  Club 
for  a  book  purchase:  Several  other  anonymous  donations  were  made  dur- 
ing the  year  as  well . 

Townspeople  continue  to  support  the  library  in  many  other  ways  as  well. 
Volunteers  gave  over  400  hours  of  time  to  the  automation  project.  Our 
sincere  thanks  to  Shirley  Lang,  Gloria  Lee,  Barbara  Kinch,  Christy  Mc- 
Culley,  Bob  Loy,  Diane  Perham,  Dorothy  Congdon  and  Marion  Sargent 
whose  efforts  enabled  us  to  go  online  in  six  months.  . 

In  addition  to  automating  the  circulation,  we  are  now  able  to  order 
books,  print  overdue  notices,  print  catalog  cards,  do  bookkeeping  and 
connect  the  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  and  other  libraries  around 
the  state  via  modem  for  interlibrary  loan  and  reference  transactions. 

The  library  held  Story  Hours  for  preschoolers  and  primary  grade  child- 
ren throughout  the  year.  In  the  summer  we  again  participated  the  the 
State  Library  sponsored  reading  program,  which  was  called  Some  En- 
chanted reading.  Over  130  children  participated  and  many  were  able  to 
attend  the  party  at  the  end  of  August  when  we  had  games,  refreshments 
and  a  special  story  teller.  The  Monadnock  Bank  again  supported  the 
program  by  donating  a  Savings  Bond  for  a  drawing  prize.  The  Troy  Mar- 
ket and  parents  contributed  refreshments  and  The  Village  Barn  helped 
with  publicity. 

The  Ripley  Reading  Room  was  used  for  meetings  of  town  committees, 
craft  classes  and  Adult  Tutorial  sessions. 

In  order  to  keep  our  collection  current  and  useful  to  our  patrons,  a- 
bout  600  new  books  were  purchased,  200  donated  books  were  added  and 
about  500  out-of-date,  worn  and  unused  books  were  withdrawn  to  make 
.room  for  the  additions.  All  extra  donated  and  withdrawn  books  were 
offered  at  our  annual  book  sales,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  used  for 
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new  materials.  The  book  sales  would  not  be  possible  without  the  ef- 
forts of  the  trustees,  their  families  and  the  many  others  who  help 
carry  and  sell  books.  Our  thanks  to  Cliff  Cole  for  getting  salvage 
books  for  the  sale.  Donated  used  books  are  always  welcome  and  are 
accepted  year  round. 

At  last  year's  Town  Meeting,  surveys  were  handed  out  to  residents  to 
help  us  find  out  if  the  library  was  serving  the  needs  of  the  town.  A 
few  suggestions  for  different  hors  were  made  and  many  people  seemed  to 
be  interested  in  a  Friends  of  the  Library  Group  when  formed.  In  gen- 
eral there  were  expressions  of  satisfaction  in  the  library's  services. 

Circulation  of  materials  increased  12.4%  over  1990  with  19,314  items 
checked  out.  About  25  books  were  lost  and  paid  for  and  another  20  are 
still  missing.  At  year  end  there  were  900  registered  borrowers  at  the 
Gay-Kimball  Library.  We  urge  each  and  every  Troy  resident  to  visit 
the  library  in  1992,  register  for  a  library  card  and  see  what  we  have 
to  offer.

This  past  year,  1991,  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  Water/Sewer  Depart- 
ment. We  were  very  glad  we  had  the  new  gravel  packed  will  to  hold  the 
water  supply  during  the  long  dry  spell  through  the  summer  and  fall. 
Without  this  additional  well,  water  would  have  been  in  short  supply. 

The  new  Federal  and  State  laws  regulating  Filtration  of  Surface  Waters 
for  Public  Water  Systems  has  made  extra  work  for  us  (alot  of  paper 
work).  We  have  had  to  hire  an  Engineering  Firm  to  apply  for  an  avoid- 
ance criteria  established  under  New  Hampshire  Code  of  Administrative 
Rules  Section  Env-Ws  380.04.  This  project  has  not  been  completed  as 
of  this  date  and  there  will  be  more  work  and  expenses  for  completion 
in  1992. 

Four  (4)  new  hydrants  have  been  installed  in  1991  and  we  have  seven 
(7)  in  stock  for  installation  in  1992. 

The  Sewer  Treatment  Plant  has  been  operating  well  but  as  the  plant  gets 
older,  there  are  more  incidental  problems  and  repairs  that  occur. 
There  are  always  improvements  which  could  and  shoud  be  done  to  the 
sewer  system.  One  problem  are  the  four  (4)  small  pump  stations  on 
South  Main  Street  that  have  always  been  a  problem  since  they  were  in- 
stalled. We  are  working  on  plans  at  this  time  to  improve  this  part 
of  the  system  and  intend  to  change  them  over  this  year. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Mark  A.  Luopa,a  former  commissioner  who, because 
of  work  obligations,  had  to  resign  from  the  board  im  May.  At  that 
time,  the  Water /Sewer  commissioners  appointed  Peter  Marrotte  to  fill 
in  for  Mark  until  election  this  March.

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TROY  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

A  conservation  commission  is  the  only  local  board  specifically  charged 
by  the  state  to  protect  the  natural  resources  of  the  municipality  and 
with  limited  funds  and  volunteers  we  try  to  meet  this  charge  in  the 
town  of  Troy. 

For  the  third  year  we  raised  funds  to  send  Troy  students  from  Monadnock 
Regional  to  the  Conservation  camp  sponsored  by  the  "Society  for  Pro- 
tection of  New  Hampshire  Forests."  Much  interest  was  shown  and  we  were 
able  to  send  three  students,  Samantha  Cooper,  David  Merrifield  and  Jon- 
athan Condon.  We  hope  this  experience  has  enriched  their  lives  and 
will  contribute  to  their  school.  Troy  Mills  and  Monadnock  Bank  are  to 
be  thanked  for  funding. 

In  the  sunlight  of  an  April  day  we  participated  with  Troy  Elementary 
School  in  planting  of  three  Pine  trees  and  singing  "America  the  Beau- 
tiful" and  presented  each  teacher  with  a  book  "Ways  to  Save  the  Earth" 
for  classroom  use.  As  part  of  our  Earth  Day  celebration,  our  town 
clean-up  was  a  great  success.  Twenty  five  people  came  on  a  Saturday 
morning  and  we  cleaned  the  streets  around  the  common  of  all  debris,  A 
truck  loaned  and  driven  by  Alan  Grimshaw  was  filled  to  capacity.  David 
Rollins  and  Troy  Bakery  provided  cookies  for  young  people.  We  hope 
more  people  will  join  us  this  year  for  this  worthwhile  service. 

Ben  Hale  has  done  a  lot  of  hiking  and  research  to  locate  and  report  on 
all  dams  in  Troy  Township.  This  report  was  needed  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  the  selectmen.  Ben  has  continuously  tested  the  water  at 
Sand  Dam  for  certain  bacteria  and  looked  into  a  complaint  about  water 
in  a  brook  on  Richmond  Road. 

Investigations  have  been  conducted  on  a  few  culverts  for  the  State  Wet- 
lands Board  and  we  have  checked  on  a  few  logging  complaints  of  viola- 
tions of  the  logging  rules.  Three  reports  have  been  done  for  the  Rural 
Community  Assistance  Program  which  is  presently  working  on  housing  in 
Troy. 

At  town  meeting  we  secured  the  "yes"  vote  for  another  scenic  road  which 
gives  Troy  a  total  of  four  roads  protected  from  demolition  of  stone 
walls  and  trees  over  fifteen  inches  in  diameter  unless  desired  by  the 
owner. 

Two  forums  have  been  hosted  by  the  commission  at  Town  Hall.  The  first 
on  wetlands  was  not  as  well  attended  but  the  second  on  logging  drew  a 
large  crowd  of  interested  people.  Much  information  was  exchanged  and 
lively  discussions  ensued.  We  hope  to  have  more  of  these  in  the  future. 

Other  activities  are  as  follows:  we  had  a  booth  at  Troy  Arts  Festival 
for  the  second  time,  some  members  attended  seminars  at  Harris  Center 
for  Education  and  three  members  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  State 
Conservation  Commissions  in  Concord  in  September.  Two  hikes  were 
sponsored  in  the  spring  and  fall  to  the  "Cheese  Cut"  and  "Seven  Falls". 
These  hikes  were  guided  by  Gary  Lang  who  is  an  expert  on  the  spectacular 
land  surrounding  Troy.

All  of  the  members  of  the  Troy  Conservation  Commission  are  concerned 
that  we  still  do  not  have  a  wetlands  ordinance  as  part  of  our  town 
zoning.  This  is  of  utmost  importance  in  the  town  of  Troy  because  of 
the  large  number  of  wells  in  town.  Water  is  purified  in  our  wetlands 
by  nature  free  of  charge.  Troy  has  only  11%  wetlands  and  they  must  be 
preserved. 

Our  other  great  concern  is  the  plethora  of  signs  springing  up  in  resi- 
dential areas  presenting  such  a  hodge  podge.  If  we  want  to  attract 
industry  to  help  our  tax  base,  then  we  must  keep  the  town  attractive. 
Signs  and  wetlands  are  both  mandated  in  our  State  Conservation  Hand- 
book as  being  matters  a  conservation  commission  should  be  concerned 
with. 

We  thank  all  of  the  citizens  of  Troy  who  seem  to  be  alert  to  the  pro- 
blems of  small  town  and  hope  you  will  continue  to  work  with  us  in  Troy, 
New  Hampshire,  at  the  foot  of  the  Grand  Monadnock  to  keep  a  good  town 
to  live  in. 

Our  meetings  are  posted  in  three  public  places  each  month  and  we  wel- 
come all  interested  townspeople. 

Thank  you  to  all  of  the  faithful  members  of  the  commission  who  come  to 
meetings  and  try  to  sincerely  help  the  town.

The  Budget  Committee  reluctantly  accepted  the 
resignation  of  Carl  Beede,  who  found  that  business 
travel  prevented  him  from  attending  Budget  Committee 
meetings.   Other  than  that,  this  year  the  Budget 
Committee  went  quite  smoothly,  especially  compared  to 
past  years.   In  fact,  the  biggest  concern  was  the 
amount  of  time  spent  debating  small  items,  since  all 
the  departments  with  large  budgets  had  things  in  pretty- 
good  shape. 

The  new  computer  system  in  the  Selectpeople * s  office 
was  a  big  improvement,  as  was  the  help  of  Cindy  Satas. 
Cindy  served  as  Budget  Committee  Clerk  this  year,  and 
did  a  great  job  of  typing  and  posting  minutes  promptly, 
etc.   She  also  put  in  a  lot  of  extra-  unpaid  hours  to 
get  the  computer  set  up  and  loaded  with  figures  for  all 
the  departments,  in  time  for  the  Budget  Committee 
meetings . 

There  were  two  other  major  changes  this  year.   The 
state  issued  a  new  chart  of  accounts,  which  we  were 
able  to  use  when  we  set  up  the  new  computer  system. 
This  made  it  much  easier  to  get  our  figures  onto  the 
new  state  forms. 

Last  year  the  Budget  Committee  was  concerned  that  the 
true  cost  of  running  each  town  department  was  not 
clear.   Some  costs,  such  as  insurance,  were  not  charged 
to  the  departments  incurring  those  costs.   Instead  they 
were  lumped  into  one  total  for  the  entire  town.   The 
Budget  Committee  asked  that  the  new  chart  of  accounts 
be  set  up  to  charge  insurance  and  other  costs  directly 
to  the  departments  incurring  those  costs.   This 
apportionment  makes  it  difficult  to  compare  the  1991 
and  1992   department  budgets  directly.   The  figures 
need  to  be  restated  to  factor  out  this  change. 
However,  this  difficulty  will  only  occur  once,   now, 
when  the  changeover  is  made.   The  benefits  of  more 
accurately  showing  the  true  cost  of  each  department 
will  be  available  to  help  future  Budget  Committees.

A  major  accomplishment  of  the  Troy  Planning  Board  this  past  year  was  the 
updating  of  the  1980  Master  Plan.  We  would  like  to  thank  Carol  Olgilvie 
of  the  Southwestern  Regional  Planning  Commission  for  her  invaluable 
technical  assistance  during  the  many  hours  it  took  to  complete  this  pro- 
ject. It  is  the  Planning  Board's  intention  to  have  the  Master  Plan 
printed  and  copies  made  available  to  the  Public  immediately  following 
Town  Meeting. 

Other  issues  given  consideration,  but  tabled  until  1992:  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  business  zone  to  protect  high  residential  areas;  the 
clarification  of  conflicting  terminology  in  the  Troy  Planning  and  Land 
Use  Regulations;  and  the  adoption  of  a  Wetlands  Ordinance  which  is 
currently  being  developed  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 

The  Troy  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  at  7:30  PM  on  the  first  and 
third  Wednesdays  of  every  month  to  consider  applications  for  site  plan 
reviews,  subdivisions  and  lot  line  adjustments.  Members  also  volun- 
teer additional  time  throughout  the  year  for  Special  Public  Hearings, 
various  workshops,  and  occasional  Law  Lectures  offered  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Association.

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HOME  HEALTH  CARE  AND  COMMUNITY  SERVICES 

Board  of  Selectmen: 

Enclosed  please  find  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Service's  (HCS) 
Annual  report  for  your  community.  The  Annual  Report  includes  statist- 
ical and  financial  information  about  services  provided  to  Troy  residents 
this  year.  We  hope  you  will  consider  printing  this  information  in  the 
Town  report  to  let  residents  know  about  the  services  available  to  them. 

In  1992  we  are  requesting  an  appropriation  of  $13,500.00  to  continue  to 
provide  home  care  in  the  town,  and  $1012.00  for  the  Meals-On-Wheels 
Program.  These  services,  such  as  visiting  nurses,  rehabilitation 
therapists  and  home  health  aides  assist  residents  who  are  recuperating 
from  illness  at  home,  and  those  who  are  chronically  ill  and  want  to 
remain  independent  in  their  own  home.  We  will  also  continue  to  offer 
health  promotion  clinics  for  adults  and  children. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  total  amount  of  service  provided  in  Troy  in 
1991,  HCS  has  made  every  effort  to  secure  payment  for  care  from  other 
sources  of  funding.  While  we  were  successful  in  keeping  the  town's

We  all  know  there  aren't  as  many  fish  out  there  just  now.  Also,  it's 
no  secret  that  the  lines  haven't  been  over  the  side  as  often  as  before, 
Citizens  can  rest  assured  that  this  committee  does  stand  ready  to  test 
the  waters  at  any  time  and  provide  clients  with  courteous  and  informa- 
tive attention  regarding  Troy  industrial  development. 

National  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  economic  plight  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  one  wonders  what  the  upcoming  presidential  election  thrust 
will  produce.  The  national  economy  badly  needs  a  shot  in  the  arm  and 
what  is  the  citizenry's  role  in  political  motivation  to  achieve  that 
end?  A  Committee  member  much  closer  to  the  industrial  scene  than  most 
of  us  feels  very  strongly  that  this  is  not  the  time  for  the  Town  of 
Troy  to  expend  substantial  sums  for  site  improvement,  Industrial  Park 
access,  and  lot  subdivisions. 

The  committee  restates  its  previous  invitation  for  interested  citizens 
to  come  forth  with  suggestions,  volunteer  committee  membership,  and 
specifications  on  available  industrial  sites  that  clients  might  be 
advised  of.  Citizens  would  be  interested  to  know  that  a  recent  in- 
quiry specified  a  need  for  "100  acres,  industrial  park,  campus-type 
environment"  with  labor  needs  of  1,000  -  2,000  employees.  Impossible 
site  requirements  necessitated  our  rejection  of  this  site  search. 

Troy  is  recognized  throughout  the  state  and  New  England  by  our  partici- 
pation in  regional  and  state  level  seminars.  We  continue  to  maintain 
that  level  of  activity.  Our  most  recent  request  is  for  updated  inform- 
ation on  our  properties  for  the  "new"  New  Hampshire  Economic  Develop- 
ment Data  System  developed  by  the  Office  of  Business  and  Industrial 
Development  in  Concord. 

The  lines  are  over  the  side,  friends.  Present  or  improved  bait  will 
be  taken.

REPORT  OF  THE  MONADNOCK  ADVISORY  COMMISSION 

The  Monadnock  Advisory  Commission  is  charged  by  the  State  Legislature 
with  advising  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  on  management  policies  for 
lands  owned  and  leased  by  the  State  on  Mount  Monadnock  and  its  associ- 
ated highlands.  The  Monadnock  highlands  include  Gap  Mountain  and 
Little  Monadnock  Mountain,  and  a  good  deal  of  the  land  managed  by  the 
State  is  leased  from  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire 
Forests.  The  Commission  includes  two  members  from  each  of  the  five 
towns  and  is  required  to  report  annually  to  the  towns  on  its  activi- 
ties and  concerns. 

In  addition  to  regularly  advising  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Parks 
and  Recreation  on  Monadnock  policy,  the  Commission  has  been  active 
this  year  in  assisting  in  the  preparation  of  a  long-term  management 
plan  for  Mount  Monadnock.  The  Commission  hopes  to  have  a  draft  plan 
for  review  in  the  first  part  of  1992. 

The  Commission  would  welcome  your  thoughts  about  the  preservation  of 
these  unique  highlands.

TRASH  INCINERATOR  COMMITTEE

determined  to  be  cost  prohibitive  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  has 
put  new  laws  into  effect  which  limit  where  the  trash  can  come  from.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHWEST  SOLID  WASTE  MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT 

Solid  waste  is  a  very  large  and  complicated  issue,  one  requiring  much 
study  and  thought  along  with  many  frustrations.  In  an  attempt  to  be  as 
brief  as  possible,  I  would  offer  this  summary  about  my  five  years  re- 
presenting Troy. 

When  I  was  asked  to  represent  Troy,  the  District  was  considering  Waste- 
to-Energy  with  a  company  called  Consumat  of  Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  District  was  made  up  of  22  towns  and  the  city  of  Keene.. 

As  negotiations  were  well  under  way,  the  State  of  N.H.  advised  us  to 
return  to  the  drawing  board  as  there  was  concern  over  environmental 
issues. 

The  District  then  contracted  with  CMA  Engineers  Inc.  of  Portsmouth  to 
assist  in  planning  and  searching  out  companies  to  provide  the  District 
with  all  possible  solutions  to  meet  both  Federal  and  State  regulations. 

The  next  consideration  was  a  double-lined  landfill  with  a  protective 
leachate  system  to  protect  ground  water  pollution  etc.  When  site 
selections  were  being  made,  the  immediate  response  from  some  towns  was, 
not  in  my  back  yard,  and  several  pulled  out  of  the  district.  When 
other  sites  were  considered,  other  towns  also  decided  to  withdraw. 
Much  time  and  money  has  been  devoted  to  this  idea. 

Back  to  the  drawing  board  with  several  committees  working  on  a  solu- 
tion. 

The  District  then  decided  to  send  out  a  "Request  for  Proposal"  to  a 
number  of  companies  and  ask  them  to  provide  any  solution  to  Solid 
Waste.  This  action  brought  proposals  of  Incenuation,  Waste-to-Energy, 
Landfills,  Transfer-and-Haul  to  other  locations,  and  a  new  proposal  to 
consider  "Composting". 

There  remain  13  towns  excluding  the  city  of  Keene,  which  also  pulled 
out.  Study  committees  began  to  evaluate  the  compost  solution. 

During  the  five  years  I  have  been  involved,  the  State  has  provided 
very  little  direction. 

Troy  can  be  very  pround  of  our  present  landfill  operation  and  recycl- 
ing effort,  and  the  tremendou'  cooperation  from  the  townspeople. 

Many  obstacles  have  resulted  in  a  change  of  thinking,  change  of  direc- 
tion and  at  the  present  time  an  unresolved  solution  to  solid  waste. 
Troy  is  one  of  two  towns  in  the  District  which  has  not  been  told  to 
discontinue  open  duping  and  to  close  the  landfill.  I  would  expect 
this  is  not  far  off. 

Representing  Troy  has  been  educational,  challenging  and  very  interest- 
ing.

The  annual  dues  are  based  on  a  rate 
of  $1.00  per  capata,  according  to  the  latest  population  figures.  The 
dues  for  next  year  -  $2097.00  -  will  not  increase  and  will  the  same 
as  1991. 

The  Commission  relies  on  its  membership  dues  to  fund  core  staff  and 
office  facilities.  This  financial  foundation  allows  the  Commission  to 
provide  basic  planning  services  to  member  communities.  As  a  member 
community,  you  are  entitled  to  unlimited  telephone  support  and  office 
consulation  regarding  land  use  issues.  We  will  also  attend  up  to  six 
meeting  during  the  year  with  the  Planning  Board  (or  other  boards)  to 
help  resolve  local  concerns.  Staff  is  also  available  to  help  prepare 
or  review  minor  land  -use  regulations. 

The  Commission  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  other  services.  You 
may  wish  to  consider  the  Planning  Board  Assistance  Program,  a  unique 
program  whereby  you  would  receive  the  benefit  of  96  hours  of  a  profess- 
ional Planner's  time  to  help  with  very  specific  needs  at  an  annual  cost 
of  $2400.  Frequently,  this  includes  review  of  proposed  subdivisions 
or  site  plans. 

The  Commission  is  also  available  to  prepare  master  plans,  water  resource 
management  plans,  capital  improvement  programs,  special  traffic  studies, 
detailed  impact  studies,  extensive  zoning  ordinance  revisions,  or 
other  special  studies. 

In  the  last  year  the  Commission  has  gained  extensive  experience  with 
Geographic  Information  System  (GIS)  maping.  We  are  prepared  to 
develop  GIS  maps  of  tax  parcels,  zoning  districts,  land  use  maps,  wet- 
lands, or  various  combinations. 

NOW  is  the  time  to  plan  before  the  next  wave  of  development  hits  the 
Region.  If  you  would  like  help  developing  a  budget  for  any  of  the 
above,  please  contact  us. 

The  Commission  is  also  willing  to  help  your  community  to  acquire  its 
share  of  the  state  or  federal  grant  monies. 

Your  membership  allows  the  Commission  to  discharge  its  responsibility 
to  the  South  Region.  In  addition  to  maintaining  a  library  of  informa- 
tion and  resorce  materials,  the  Commission  works  with  many  local  and 
regional  groups  around  issues  that  affect  us  all  -  transportation, 
housing,  open  space  preservation,  river  protection,  recreation,  etc. 

I  have  provided  a  brief  summary  of  the  Commission's  activities  for  last 
year.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  you  next  year  and  thank  you  for 
your  continuing  support.

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TROY  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Recreation  Committee  oversees  the  activities  and  programs  for  the 
War  Memorial  at  Sand  Dam  and  other  recreation  programs.  This  is  be- 
coming a  very  active  committee  and  we  need  more  involvement  on  the 
part  of  parents  to  ensure  the  success  of  all  our  programs. 

Originally,  the  War  Memorial  was  set  up  as  a  living  memorial  to  ensure 
that  all  Troy  youth  would  have  the  opportunity  to  learn  to  swim. 
Since  then,  the  concept  has  been  expanded  to  become  an  eight-week  sum- 
mer program.  It  is  available  to  all  Troy  youths  from  6  to  16.  The 
program  is  run  by  qualified  personnel  hired  by  the  town. 

The  response  from  the  town  in  putting  their  children  into  the  program 
has  been  immense.  This  year  we  had  150  children  sign  up;  an  sizable 
increase  over  last  year.  We  tried  to  anticipate  the  demand  by  hiring 
additional  staff.  Every  year  it  is  difficult  to  find  good  staff.  We 
think  we  did  okay  this  year  but  there  were  times  when  staff  shortages 
forced  us  to  restrict  activities,  especially  swimming.  We  are  always 
looking  for  qualified  lifeguards  to  try  to  prevent  such  problems  in 
the  future. 

Highlights  of  the  season  were  the  sand  castle  competitions,  craft  pro- 
jects such  as  making  tie-dye  shirts  and  a  field  trip  to  Whalom  Park. 

The  committee  oversees  other  recreational  programs  during  the  year. 
These  include: 

o  Cross-country  ski  program; 

o  Movies  on  the  Common  on  Thursday  evenings  throughout  the  summer; 

o  Movies  in  Town  Hall  once  a  month  during  the  Winter  months. 

These  programs  have  been  very  successful.  Representatives  of  the  com- 
mittee have  begun  meeting  with  members  of  the  Fitzwilliam  Recreation 
Committee  to  help  to  coordinate  programs  such  as  Baseball,  Basketball 
and  Soccer. 

We  thank  the  town  for  its  support  of  this  program  and  appreciate  the 
contributions  of  individuals.  We  do  appeal  to  parents  to  come  to  our 
meetings  and  help  make  our  programs  a  success. 
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HELPING  HAND  CENTER  REPORT 

This  has  been  quite  a  first  year  for  the  Center!  We  have  been  very 
blessed  this  past  year.  We  opened  our  doors  on  February  1,  1991,  and 
within  one  month  we  knew  we  had  done  the  right  thing  by  doing  this. 

The  first  week  we  were  in  operation  there  was  a  major  fire  here  in  Troy 
and  we  were  able  to  help  right  away  with  clothing  and  essentials.  This 
opened  up  another  part  of  the  Helpig  Hand  Center,  by  accepting  not  only 
clothing  and  foodstuffs,  but  furniture  and  household  items. 

We  have  been  able  to  help  many  people  this  past  year  due  to  the 
generosity  of  our  neighbors.  Without  those  of  you  who  donated  clothing, 
foods,  household  items  and  most  of  all,  monies,  we  would  not  have  been 
able  to  stay  in  business.  We  are  currently  providing  over  2,000  meals 
each  month  to  our  local  area. 

Our  first  month  in  operation  we  helped  a  total  of  15  families.  We 
thought  that  was  a  lot!  We  are  now  assisting  over  60  families  each 
month.  This  past  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  we  discovered  just  how 
much  of  an  impact  we  have  had  in  our  area.  We  were  donated  15  turkeys 
for  Thanksgiving  and  12  more  at  Christmas.  These,  along  with  all  the 
"fixings"  helped  many  people  here.  Donations  of  toys  and  games  allowed 
us  to  help  even  more  at  Christmas,  for  families  that  have  found  this 
past  year  a  difficult  one. 

The  Center  is  now  one  year  old.  We  are  in  the  process  of  buying  our 
building.  A  lot  has  changed  this  past  year,  and  one  of  the  things  is 
that  we  now  know  we  will  be  here  for  a  long  time.  Even  when  the 
economy  gets  better,  the  Center  will  still  be  needed.  A  fund-raising 
drive  is  now  in  effect  to  help  in  the  down  payment  for  the  building, 
and  to  the  maintainance  of  it  once  it  is  "ours". 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  who  helped  in  any  way  this  past  year. 
A  special  "thanks"  toour  wonderful  volunteers,  without  whom  we  would 
have  not  been  able  to  be  as  successful.  To  those  of  you  who  donated 
clothing  and  food.... thank  you!  To  those  who  help  with  the  monetary 
end  of  it... thank  you!  To  Dave  Rollins  and  Randy  Martin  of  On-Common 
Properties  "Thank  you"  is  not  really  enough.  Without  you  we  would  not 
have  a  Helping  Hand  Center. 

Our  hours  are  Monday  through  Fridy,  9-2  and  Saturdays  9-noon.  We  invite 
you  tocome  and  check  us  out.  We  think  you  will  be  pleasantly  suprised 
at  how  we  operate.

ARTICLE  2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  following  amend- 
ments as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinances 
as  follows: 

AMENDMENT  //1  -  Add  to  Article  XVI  the  following  definitions: 

HOME  OCCUPATION  -  An  accessory  use  to  a  portion  of  a  dwelling 
unit  involving  the  manufacture  of,  provision  or  sale  of  goods 
and/or  services.  The  use  shall  be  clearly  incidental  and  secon- 
dary to  the  primary  use  of  the  dwelling  for  residential  purposes, 
and  does  not  change  the  character  thereof  or  adversely  affect 
the  uses  permitted  in  the  zoning  district  in  which  it  is  a  part. 
The  following  activities  shall  not  be  considered  home  occupations: 
motor  vehicles,  small  engine  repair  shops;  auto  body  shops,  vet- 
erinary establishments,  restaurants  and  other  eating  establish- 
ments, retail  sales  establishments. 

NON-CONFORMING  USE  -  A  use  or  activity  which  was  lawful  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption,  revision  or  admendment  of  the  zoning 
ordinance,  but  does  not  conform  to  the  present  requirements  of 
the  district  in  which  it  is  located. 

NON-CONFORMING  BUILDING  -  A  building  or  structure  which  was  law- 
ful in  terms  of  size,  dimension  or  location  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption,  revision  or  amendment  of  the  zoning  ordinance,  but  does 
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not  conform  to  the  present  requirements  of  the  district  in  which 
it  is  located. 

DAYCARE  -  A  commercial  establishment  enrolling  four  or  more  chil- 
dren up  to  the  age  of  6  and  where  tuition,  fees  or  other  forms  of 
compensation  is  charged  for  the  care  of  the  children,  and  which  is 
licensed  or  approved  to  operate  as  a  child  care  center. 

ROOMING/BOARDING/LODGING  HOUSE  -  A  building  arranged  or  used  for 
sheltering  more  than  three  but  not  more  than  ten  individuals  who 
are  not  members  of  the  resident  manager's  family.  Shelter  is 
provided  in  return  for  compensation,  and  meals  may  or  may  not  be 
provided. 

MOTEL  (ALSO  HOTEL,  MOTOR  COURT)  -  Any  group  of  attached  or  de- 
tached buildings  containing  individual  sleeping  or  housekeeping 
units  available  for  temporary  rent  to  transients. 

SPECIAL  EXCEPTION  -  A  use  which  is  not  permitted  in  a  particular 
zoning  district  but  which  may  be  suitable  in  certain  locations 
within  the  district  providing  special  conditions  are  attached  to 
the  use  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

VARIANCE  -  An  act  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  which  allows 
a  variation  from  a  particular  requirement  of  the  zoning  ordinance 
when  strict  enforcement  would  cause  undue  hardship  because  of 
circumstances  unique  to  the  property. 

HARDSHIP  -  Describes  a  special  condition  of  the  land  which  dis- 
tinguishes it  from  other  land  in  the  same  area  with  respect  to 
its  suitability  for  the  use  for  which  it  is  zoned,  so  that  the 
strict  application  of  the  ordinance  would  effectively  prevent  the 
owner  from  making  any  reasonable  use  of  the  land.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance,  financial  loss  alone  does  not  constitute 
a  hardship. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  DECISION  -  An  order,  requirement,  decision,  or  de- 
termination made  by  the  Selectmen  in  the  enforcement  of  the  zoning 
ordinance.  Such  a  decision  may  be  appealed  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  pursuant  to  RSA  674:33. 

GROUP  HOME  -  An  establishment  that  provides  room  and  board  to  per- 
sons who  are  residents  by  virtue  of  receiving  supervised,  specia- 
lized services  limited  to  health,  social  and  or  rehabilitative 
services  provided  by  a  government  agency,  their  licensed  or  cert- 
ified agents  or  any  other  responsible  social  service  corporation. 
These  services  shall  be  provided  in  a  family  envoronment  and  only 
to  person  who  are  children  under  18  years  of  age;  physically  or 
mentally  handicapped  of  any  age;  or  62  or  more  years  of  age,  re- 
leased from  or  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  government  bureau  of 
corrections  or  similar  institution.  Supervision  shall  be  deter- 
mined and  certified  by  the  sponsoring  agency.  However,  one  res- 
ponsible adult  shall  be  available  for  the  residents  on  a  24-hour- 
a-day  basis  while  the  residents  are  on  the  premises.

F.  The  activity  shall  not  occupy  more  than  500  square  feet  within 
the  dwelling  unit  or  the  accessory  building. 

G.  There  shall  be  no  exterior  display,  no  exterior  sign  except 
as  provided  for  in  the  zoning  ordinance,  no  exterior  storage 
of  materials,  and  no  exterior  indication  that  a  home  occupa- 
tion activity  is  being  carried  on  within  either  the  principal 
or  accessory  building.

Due  to  a  review  of  State  Law  which  indicates  that  any  article  over 
$100,000.  will  be  delt  with  following  the  ballot  votes  which  took 
place  on  voting  day.

Recommended  by  Select- 
men. 

Bruce  McCulley,  chairman  of  Budget  Committee  stated  that  the  Budget 
Committee  voted  not  to  recommend  this  appropriation.  RSA  33  states 
that  an  item  not  recommended  by  BC  can  not  be  voted  on  if  it  is  over 
10%  of  the  total  budget  that  the  committee  recommended.  If  this  was 
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voted  to  accept,  we  would  have  to  drop  some  of  the  other  expenditures 
voted  by  the  Budget  Committee  to  make  up  the  difference.  Bruce  made  a 
motion  to  move  to  indefinitely  postpone  this  article  at  this  time. 
Passed. 

Moderator  Britton  brought  to  our  attention  that  on  the  bottom  line  of 
the  Selectmen's  Budget  for  1991  the  total  could  be  changed  by  the 
$125,000.  The  corrected  amount  is  now  $991,254.00.

Article  was  moved  and  seconded  to  recommend  the  Selectmen's  budget 
figures.  Paul  Theroux  stated  that  back  5  years  ago,  the  Street  Light- 
ing bill  was  13,500.  and  it  is  now  up  to  15,500.  He  asked  if  the  com- 
mittee that  was  suppose  to  have  been  appointed  then  did  anything.  Tom 
said  that  as  long  as  he  has  been  in  office,  he  has  not  seen  anything 
about  this.  Gerry  Callahan  stated  that  the  committee  was  set  up  when 
he  was  in  office  and  that  there  were  several  street  lights  removed  at 
that  time.  He  felt  that  the  increase  was  due  to  the  increase  in  PSNH 
rates.  Frank  Obuchowski  stated  he  was  on  the  committee  and  they  did 
reduce  the  street  lights,  and  felt  if  more  were  removed  it  would  be  a 
safety  hazzard  to  the  people  of  the  town.

Bob  Hall  asked  that  item  g.  be  amended  on  the  budget  committee  figure 
to  1,000.  This  amendment  was  defeated.  Ed  Rice  asked  why  the  Police 
budget  was  over  by  almost  18,000.  Moderator  read  parts  of  a  letter 
written  by  former  Chief  Norton  which  stated  that  the  department  had 
lost  three  officers  which  has  been  outfitted  with  new  uniforms  and 
equipment  and  they  also  had  been  trained  and  this  money  was  lost  when 
the  resignations  were  accepted.  Cruiser  repair  was  high  due  to  break- 
downs to  both  vehicles.  Replacement  of  firearms  was  a  large  cost. 
Another  expense  was  the  "Troy  As  It  Was"  event.  We  had  to  use  officers 
from  another  town  and  had  to  pay  them.  This  was  not  allowed  for  in  the 
1990  budget.  Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  care  of  the  cemeteries. 
Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen  recommend  $14,000.00.  $13,000.00  to 
come  from  Trust  Funds.   Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $193,000.00  for  the 
Water /Sewer  Department.  Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  and  the 
Selectmen. 

Paul  Theroux  asked  how  the  department  could  acquire  $190,916.97  and 
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asked  that  this  be  explained  to  him.  Fred  Lawrence  stated  that  it  was 
money  acquired  over  10  years  from  surplus.  In  otherwords  we  are  a 
self-supporting  department.  We  charge  the  people  for  water  sewer  rents 
to  recover  the  monies  used  in  our  budget.  This  excess  money  is  in  CD's 
and  will  be  used  if  we  have  a  major  breakdown,  in  case  we  need  to  put 
an  extent ion  on  our  lines,  or  we  need  to  dredge  a  lagoon.  The  lagoon 
dredging  will  cost  3  to  400,000.  when  the  times  comes.  John  Firmin 
said  that  he  expected  we  would  have  to  dredge  //1  lagoon  within  the  next 
4  to  5  years  and  he  said  he  understood  it  would  cost  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  to  do  this.   Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  expend 
the  Highway  Block  Grant  of  $30,245.00  that  the  Town  will  receive  from 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  calendar  year  1991  for  maintenance, 
construction,  and  reconstruction  of  Class  IV  and  V  highways.  Recom- 
mended by  Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  a  sum  of  money  $161,129.71 
for  the  payment  of  Sewer  Bonds.  Income  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  FHA  will  be  $113,180.03.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
gross  sum  of  $12,000.00  to  the  conservation  fund  as  authorized  by  RSA 
36-A:5  to  be  used  only  for  acquisition  in  the  name  of  the  town  or  the 
fee  or  lesser  interest  in  conservation  land  and  costs  associated 
therewith  for  permanent  conservation  use,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  apply  for  and  accept  the  State  matching  funds  under  the  N.H.  Land 
Conservation  Investment  Program  (LCIP)  RSA  221 -A  in  the  amount  up  to 
$12,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  acquisition  of  the  fee  or  lesser  inter- 
est in  conservation  land.  Said  appropriation  funds  and  state  matching 
funds  may  be  expended  by  majority  vote  of  the  conservation  commission. 
The  appropriation  is  contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  the  matching  state 
grant  from  LCIP.  Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen. 

Bob  Harkins  asked  to  amend  the  sum  to  $4,000.00  due  to  actions  in  the 
state  where  they  have  cut  spending.  Article  10  was  amended  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  to  the  Conservation  Fund  as 
authorized  by  RSA  36-A:5.   Passed  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$5,500.00  for  capital  improvements,  equipment  and  materials  for  the 
recycling  center.  If  passed,  matching  funds  will  be  awarded  to  the 
Town  from  the  Office  of  State  Planning,  Governor's  Recycling  Program. 
Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen. 

Selectman  Priest  stated  that  the  Selectmen  had  made  an  error  in  writing 
this  article  in  that  we  do  not  want  to  raise  any  monies.  The  Landfill 
has  been  given  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  approximately  $5500.  and  all 
we  want  is  permission  to  spend  this  money.  This  money  is  not  going  to 
be  needed  to  be  raised  by  taxes. 
Article  was  amended  to  read  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve 
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the  expenditure  of  $5500.00  which  will  be  received  as  part  of  a  match- 
ing fund  grant  from  the  State  of  NH  for  capital  improvements,  equipment 
and  materials  for  the  recycling  center,  that  will  be  awarded  to  the 
Town  from  the  Office  of  State  Planning,  Governor's  Recycling  Program." 
Passed  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$9,698.00  for  adding  new  programs  to  the  computer  system.  This  will 
be  for  the  Town  Clerk's  program,  Account  Payable  and  Receivable  Pro- 
grams and  Computer  station  for  the  Selectmen'  Office.  Recommended  by 
the  Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$5,700.00  for  auditors  to  audit  the  Town  Books.  Recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 

amount  of  money  listed  below  to  be  placed  into  the  Capital  Reserve 

Fund  of  each  department  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  vehicles  or 

additional  equipment  when  voted  by  the  Town.

Much  discussion  arose  on  Article  14  d.  Landfill.  In  the  end  we  amended 
the  d.  portion  to  read:  "d.  Landfill  $3522  to  be  taken  from  the  Land- 
fill Special  Account,  //6008517  at  the  Monadnock  Bank,  as  established  by 
Article  15  on  the  1990  Town  Warrant.   Article  passed  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  authorize  the  Town  of  Troy  to  enter  into  a  cooperative 
agreement  with  the  Town  of  Jaffrey  (as  lead  community)  under  RSA  53-A 
for  the  purpose  of  applying  for  and  administering  joint  Community 
Development  Block  Grants  intended  to  rehabilitate  housing  for  low  and 
moderate  income  persons,  beginning  with  grant  agreement  #90-037-CDHS 
effective  September  15,  1990.  Said  agreement  to  be  in  effect  for 
three  years  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  renew  said  agreement  as 
they  deem  necessary  thereafter.  (By  Selectmen).   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  having  a  trash  to 
energy  plant  or  trash  incinerator  in  the  Town  of  Troy.  Recommended  by 
Selectmen. 

Selectman  Priest  stated  that  the  purpose  of  this  article  was  that  we 
want  to  know  if  the  townspeople  would  allow  something  of  this  kind  in 
town.  We  have  no  idea  if  anyone  is  interested  in  coming  to  Troy,  but 
felt  we  needed  to  know  the  town's  reaction  and  a  committee  would  be 
appointed  to  study  the  possibility.  Something  of  this  kind  would  help 
out  with  the  tax  base,  as  well  as  cost  of  recycling,  landfill  costs 
and  rubbish  removal.  If  a  plant  were  to  be  built,  they  would  accept 
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trash  from  other  towns  at  a  cost  to  them.  Questions  regarding  smoke, 
location  etc.  were  brought  up  and  Moderator  Britton  stated  that  we  are 
only  trying  to  pass  the  article  for  a  committee  to  study  the  feasibil- 
ity of  having  a  trash  to  Energy  plant.  John  Callahan  Jr.  made  the 
statement  that  we  should  have  it  understood  that  at  this  time  we  are 
NOT  accepting  any  proposals  to  have  a  trash  plant  in  Troy.   Article 
passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  instruct  the 
Tax  Collector  to  accept,  as  an  agent,  the  Water  and  Sewer  payments  as  a 
convenience  for  the  customers  who  prefer  to  pay  at  the  Town  Hall  in- 
stead of  going  to  the  Treatment  Plant  on  Dort  Street  or  mailing  payment. 
This  will  be  done  during  regular  office  hours.  Recommended  by  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Water/Sewer  Commissioners. 

Gerry  Callahan  asked  if  the  tax  collector  would  be  willing  to  tell  why 
this  practice  was  changed  from  what  it  formerly  was. 
Raelene  stated  that  in  May  of  1990  when  the  audit  for  the  town  was  done, 
it  was  discovered  that  money  was  missing  from  my  office  on  the  Auto- 
mobile registrations.  In  June  I  was  told  that  the  situation  was  seri- 
ous and  that  I  should  hire  a  lawyer.  At  that  time  I  asked  if  they 
wanted  me  to  resign  as  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  and  was  told  that  was 
not  necessary.  Nothing  more  wad  done  until  October  when  there  was  a 
surprise  audit  pulled  without  my  knowledge,  and  my  books  were  missing 
from  my  office  when  I  came  in  to  work.  The  auditors  had  them.  After 
that  I  decided  that  any  money  coming  into  my  office  that  did  not  go 
directly  through  my  books,  I  would  not  have  anything  to  do  with. 
Water  money  was  taken  in  as  a  convenience  to  the  customer,  turned  over 
to  the  water  department.  What  happened  after  that  I  have  no  idea,  and 
I  have  no  audit  trail  of  that  money.  You  can  pass  this  article,  how- 
ever until  this  audit  thing  is  straightened  out,  I  am  still  going  to 
refuse  to  take  in  water  payments. 

ARTICLE  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  classify  West  Hill  Road 
as  a  "Scenic  Road"  as  provided  under  RSA  231 .  Recommended  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  and  the  Selectmen.  (By  Petition) 

Article  passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  20:  "Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:1-c  which  author- 
ize any  town  or  city  to  elect  not  to  assess,  levy  and  collect  a  Resi- 
dent Tax?"  (By  Ballot)  (By  Petition). 

Gerry  Callahan  stated  that  the  impact  on  individual  property  taxes 
would  amount  to  approximately  $.65  per  thousand  of  valuation.  It  also 
helps  the  town  to  avoid  court  ordered  costs  of  over  $100,000.  as  it 
was  used  to  prove  whether  a  person  was  in  town  at  a  certain  time  or 
not. 

Selectman  Priest  stated  that  the  resident  tax  each  year  is  about 
$12,000.  If  you  give  it  up,  you  will  have  to  raise  that  12,000  on 
property  taxes  to  make  it  up.   Article  defeated  by  ballot  yes  22  no  85 
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ARTICLE  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  open  Prospect  Street  a 

distance  of  600  feet  beyond  the  gates  and  bars  sign.  Upon  the  approval 

of  the  Selectmen  and  completion  of  the  road  to  State  specifications, 
(by  Petition). 

Arnold  Laine  stated  he  was  an  abuttor  and  that  the  agreement  was  that 
Mr.  Jalava  was  suppose  to  build  a  driveway  to  his  property  and  this 
has  not  been  done.  Mr.  Jalava  said  that  he  has  gone  through  a  lawyer 
and  has  permission  to  use  the  road  as  long  as  he  owns  property  on  the 
road  and  he  would  like  to  have  it  opened.  Right  now  the  town  does  not 
have  a  turn-around  on  the  road.  They  have  to  come  up  and  back  up  to 
turn  around.  As  far  as  expenses  are  concerned,  he  would  be  responsi- 
ble for  all  costs  incurred  to  bring  the  road  up  to  state  specifica- 
tions. 

Selectman  Priest  said  that  it  is  his  understanding  that  Mr.  Jalava  had 
been  before  the  Planning  Board  to  sub-divide  and  build  on  his  property. 
There  was  a  verbal  agreement  that  Mr.  Jalava  would  put  in  his  driveway, 
then  the  Selectmen  issued  a  building  permit  with  the  understanding  that 
a  driveway  would  be  put  in  off  the  Class  V  part  of  Prospect  St.  Now  it 
seems  that  it  is  more  convenient  for  Philip  to  be  using  the  Class  VI 
part  of  the  road  to  get  into  his  property. 

Amended  to  read:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  open  Prospect  Street 
a  distance  of  600  feet  beyond  the  gates  and  Bars  sign.  The  cost  of 
opening  Prospect  St.  will  be  borne  by  Philip  Jalava  upon  approval  of 
the  Selectmen  and  completion  of  road  to  State  standards.   Passed  by 
hand  vote  yes  57  No  39 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  release  to  Catherine  E.  Cronin  and  Marc  Delgreco,  their  heirs,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  by  Quitclaim  Deed,  all  right,  title  and  interest 
the  Town  may  have  in  and  to  property  owned  by  Catherine  E.  Cronin  and 
Marc  Delgreco  situated  on  the  easterly  side  of  West  Hill  Road,  said 
property  being  more  particularly  described  in  Deed  of  Charles  Pagen  et 
al  to  Catherine  E.  Cronin  et  al  dated  August  24,  1990  and  recorded 
with  Cheshire  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  1347,  Page  641.  (By 
Petition). 

Catherine  Cronin  said  that  in  the  process  of  getting  the  mortgage  and 
title  search  done  so  she  could  purchase  the  property,  they  found  that 
a  clause  in  the  deed  dating  back  to  1897  when  it  was  a  much  larger 
parcel  of  land  that  the  Town  had  the  right  to  use  it  for  a  school. 
The  bank  has  asked  that  the  deed  be  cleared  for  the  mortgage.  She 
needs  a  legal  lease  to  clear  up  the  deed.  This  has  already  passed  the 
School  District  meeting  and  she  would  like  to  have  the  town  pass  this 
article  for  her.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  Three  Firewards 
annually.  If  so  voted,  the  Fire  Chief  will  be  voted  by  all  members  of 
the  Troy  Fire  Department.  This  will  become  effective  with  the  Town 
Meeting  of  1992.  (By  Petition).   Article  defeated. 
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ARTICLE  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  manner  in  which 
the  Planning  Board  members  are  selected  from  appointment  by  Selectmen 
to  elected  by  the  Town  Meeting  annually,  provided  that  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  there  shall  be  elected,  one  member  for  a  one-year  term, 
one  member  for  a  two-year  term,  one  member  for  a  three-year  term,  one 
member  for  a  four-year  term,  one  member  for  a  five-year  term,  and  one 
member  for  a  six-year  term,  and  there  after  one  vacancy  will  occur 
each  year.  Alternate  members  to  be  selected  by  appointment  by  Select- 
men. Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  designate  an  alternate,  if  an  alter- 
nate is  present,  to  act  in  the  absent  member's  place.  To  become 
effective  voting  year,  1992.  (By  Petition). 

Janet  McCullough  stated  she  was  the  one  that  put  the  petition  in  and 
she  is  requesting  that  the  article  be  amended  to  read:  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  change  the  manner  in  which  the  Planning  Board  mem- 
bers are  selected  from  appointment  by  Selectmen  to  elected  by  the  Town 
Meeting  annually,  provided  that  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  there  shall 
be  elected,  two  members  for  a  one-year  term,  two  members  for  a  two-year 
term,  and  two  members  for  a  three-year  term,  and  each  subsequent  elec- 
tion will  be  for  a  three-year  term.  Seventh  member  will  be  the  Select- 
men's representative.  Alternate  members  to  be  selected  by  appointment 
by  Selectmen.  Chairman  of  the  board  shall  designate  an  alternate,  if 
an  alternate  is  present,  to  act  in  the  absent  member's  place.  To  be- 
come effective  with  the  voting  year,  1992.   Amendment  passed. 
Article  passed  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  manner  in  which 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  members  are  selected  from  appointed  by  Select- 
men to  elected  by  the  Town  Meeting  annually,  provided  that  at  the  ann- 
ual Town  Meeting  there  shall  be  elected,  one  member  for  a  one-year  term, 
one  member  for  a  two-year  term,  one  member  for  a  three-year  term,  one 
member  for  a  four-year  term,  one  member  for  a  five-year  term,  and  there- 
after one  vacancy  will  occur  each  year.  Alternate  members  to  be  se- 
lected by  appointment  by  Selectmen.  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  desig- 
nate an  alternate,  if  an  alternate  is  present,  to  act  in  the  absent 
member's  place.

Janet  McCullough  requested  that  the  article  be  amended  to  read:  To  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  manner  in  which  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment members  are  selected  from  appointed  by  Selectmen  to  elected  by  the 
Town  Meeting  annually,  provided  that  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  there 
shall  be  elected,  one  member  for  one  year,  two  members  for  two  years 
and  two  members  for  a  three  year  term,  and  each  subsequent  election 
will  be  for  a  three-year  term,  giving  a  board  of  five  persons.  Alter- 
nate members  to  be  selected  by  appointment  by  Selectmen.  Chairman  of 
the  Board  shall  designate  an  alternate,  if  an  alternate  is  present,  to 
act  in  the  absent  member's  place.  To  become  effective  voting  year, 
1992.   Article  passed  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  26:  WHEREAS,  Although  the  right  of  free  expression  is  part  of 
the  foundation  of  the  United  States  Constitution,  very  carefully  drawn

limits  on  expression  in  specific  instances  have  long  been  recognized  as 
legitimate  means  of  maintaining  public  safety  and  decency,  as  well  as 
orderliness  and  productive  value  of  public  debate;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  symbols  of  our  nation  such  as  the  Washington 
Monument,  the  United  States  Capitol  Building,  memorials  to  our  great- 
est leaders,  and  our  flag,  which  are  the  property  of  every  American 
and  are  therefore  worthy  of  protection  from  descration  and  dishonor; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  as  interpreted  by  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  no  longer  accords  to  the  flag  the  reverence,  respect,  and  dig- 
nity to  which  it  is  entitled;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  only  fitting  that  people  everywhere  should  join  in 
a  forceful  call  for  the  restoration  of  the  flag  to  its  proper  station 
under  law  and  decency; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Troy 
respectfully  request  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  propose  an 
amendment  of  the  United  States  Constitution,  for  ratification  by  the 
states,  specifying  that  Congress  and  the  states  shall  have  the  power 
to  prohibit  the  physical  desecration  of  the  flag  of  the  United  States. 
(By  Petition).   Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  27:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  money  from  the  State,  Federal 
or  another  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  avail- 
able during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  in 
RSA  31-95B.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  to  pay  charges  and  the  interest  thereon.  Passed  as 
written. 

ARTICLE  29:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  transfer  tax  leins  and  convey  property  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax 
Collector's  Deed  by  public  auction  (or  adertised  sealed  bid)  or  in 
such  manner  as  determined  by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may  require. 
Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  30:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  enter  into  agreements  with  the  Southwest  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion, the  State  Office  of  Emergency  Management,  the  State  Planning 
Commission,  and  other  State  agencies,  when  money  becomes  available  for 
feasibility  studies,  grants,  and  agreements  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town.  This  is  to  be  done  by  the  Selectmen,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Town  Budget  Committee,  after  consultation  with  the  Conservation 
Commission,  Planning  Board  and  Industrial  Development  Committee. 
Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  31:  To  hear  reports  of  committees,  agents  or  officers  hereto- 
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fore  chosen  and  take  any  action  relative. 

John  Firmin  wanted  to  know  if  there  was  something  that  could  be  done 
so  that  we  would  have  mikes  next  year  so  that  everyone  could  hear  what 
was  said.  Moderator  Britton  stated  that  he  had  talked  with  one  of  the 
incoming  Selectmen  and  was  assured  that  he  would  put  that  as  a  priority 
item  for  next  year.

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DOROTHY  PLAITS  LA6RENADE 

This  past  year  the  Town  of  Troy  lost  a  life-time  resident, 
Dorothy  Lagrenade,  who  played  a  big  part  of  many  townspeoples 
lives.  She  was  born  at  36  Central  Square,  daughter  of  a  country 
doctor,  and  moved  to  34  Central  Square  where  she  lived  most  of 
her  life  until  she  went  to  a  nursing  home  for  the  last  three  years. 
Dorothy  was  a  fixture  on  the  common  for  over  eighty  years. 

Mrs.  Lagrenade  will  be  best  remembered  for  her  many  years  of 
teaching  4th  grade  at  Troy  Elementary  School  and  her  27  years  as 
the  Town's  Librarian.  She  came  from  the  old  school  of  teaching; 
if  a  student  needed  a  ruler  across  the  hand  to  get  their  attention 
she  would  oblige.  There  was  a  period  of  time  in  Troy  when  every 
student  would  have  Mrs.  Powers,  Mrs.  Gray,  Mrs.  McGinnies,  Mrs. 
Lagrenade,  Mrs.  Glenday  and  Mrs.  Dahl.  They're  all  gone  now. 
Mrs.  Lagrenade  was  the  last  one. 

Dorothy  was  married  to  the  same  man  for  over  sixty  years, 
Joseph  Lagrenade,  who  owned  and  operated  the  old  Red  &  White  store 
in  Town  for  forty-six  years.
